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IS COMPARED WITH PROPOSED LAKELAND PARK 


Impact of Big Apartment Group on Area City Aired 
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(Editor’s Note: This is the 
last of a two-part series de- 
scribing the financial impact 
of an apartment development 
like Lakeland Park Apart* 
ments proposed to be built 
north of Belleville Lake.) 

What impact does a 2,000- 
unit apartment development like 
the proposed Lakeland Park 
Apartments have on a com- 
munity? 

No one really knows. But 


there is one place that might 
serve as an example • • • 
Somerset Park Apartments in 
Oakland County. 

This Troy apartment group 
has some striking similarities 
to the Lakeland Park plan. 

Like Lakeland Park, Somer- 
set Park has a large number 
of units, 2,400 units, 1,700 of 
which have been built, a nine- 
hole golf course, community 
houses and swimming pools. 

IT IS dissimilar only in that 


Somerset Park Includes two 
large shopping centers. There 
is no doubt, though, that 
shopping facilities worth mil- 
lions of dollars would be located 
in the Belleville area which 
would reflect the buying power 
of Lakeland Park residents. 
But these centers would not 
be located on or near Lakeland 
Park land. 

Another dissimilarity be- 
tween the two apartments is 
that Somerset is not as lux- 


urious a development as the 
Lakeland plan. 

Somerset Park was started 
nearly four years ago by the 
Blltmore Development Com- 
pany and has proven extremely 
successful. About 1,700 units 
are built and nearly ail are 
rented. The turnover rate is 
low. Most of the people who 
have left are executives trans- 
ferred out of town. 

One of the features that most 
people viewing Somerset Park 


note is the amount of open 
space, space between buildings 
and space devoted to recrea- 
tion. These open spaces, which 
give nearly every picture win- 
dow an excellent view, also 
screen surrounding single- 
family residential areas from 
the apartment group. 

Many visitors are amazed to 
discover how large Somerset 
is after viewing it from out- 
side the project 

UNITS IN Somerset range 


in rental rate from $165 for 
a one-bedroom to $375 for 
three-bedroom unit. Lakeland 
Park rent rates will range from 
$190 for a one-bedroom unit 
to a little over $300. 

Lakeland features will in- 
clude private balconies, sound 
conditioning and individual 
clothes washers and dryers 
which are not found in Somer- 
set units, and will be screened 
from nearby homes by trees 
and three single-family luxury 


lake-front homes which will be 
built by Lakeland developer 
Frank Volk, Sr. 

Taxwise, Somerset has 
proved a real financial boom 
to the Troy school district. 
Children of all ages are allowed 
in certain Somerset units and 
there are now 181 children 
living there in school. 

According to school records, 
it costs Troy taxpayers an 
average of $384.60 to school 
each child in the district. 


Therefore, it costs Troy a total 
of $69,612 to educate the 181 
children from Somerset. 

SOMERSET PAYS $539,380 
to the school district in taxes. 
Therefore, there is a net gain 
for the Troy school system of 
$469,768. 

Now let's compare the es- 
timated taxes of Lakeland Park 
to the residents of Van Buren 
School District.

BELLEVILLE— An "austerity budget" for the 
Van Buren Public School System for the 1968- 
69 school year will become "mandatory" without 
additional operating millage, Van Buren Town- 
ship's Board of Education announced Monday. 

A Millage Increase Proposition calling for an 
operational levy of five and one half mills per 
$1 , 000 assessed property valuation, state equal- 
ized, will be up for voters' decision in a special 
election May 6. 


NEW BOSTON — Deadline 
for registering to cast ballots 
on the Referendum Vote on a 
proposed $4,040,000 sewer pro- 
gram In Huron Township Is Fri- 
day, April 5, Mrs. Wilma Wil- 
son, township clerk, announced. 

For the convenience of resi- 
dents, the clerk's office at the 
Township Hall, 37290 Huron 
River drive, will remain open 
until 8 p.rn. April 5. The town- 
ship’s administration is con- 
ducting a complete r ©-regis- 
tration of voting lists and as 
of edition time a total of 2,547 
persons were registered to par- 
ticipate in the election, Mrs. 
Wilson reported. 

The special election was 


called by township officials 
after petitions containing 370 
signatures, more than enough 
to call a referendum vote, were 
filed March 14 with the Town- 
ship Clerk. The special elec- 
tion is May 6. 

Residents have voiced objec- 
tions to the additional tax bur- 
dens required to finance the 
sewer program. They held that 
the new proposed taxes were 
"excessive” and many wanted 
to vote on the program. 

The Michigan Resources 
Commission has issued a di- 
rective to the township to in- 
stall the sewer project for the 
elimination of poluUon In the 
Huron River. The Wayne County

The school district's voters 
rejected a similar millage In- 
crease in a special election 
March 4 by a vote of 1,499 to 
511. 

A millage renewal of four and 
one half expiring this year was 
approved by the voters in this 
election. 

The School Board's an- 
nouncement of a planned pro- 
gram of "cutbacks" in various 
educational programs and serv- 
ices, If the millage Is again 
defeated, was made by the 
school officials after a series 
of study sessions on the pro- 
posed school budget for the new 
school year. 

Harold O. Wetherell, school 
superintendent, in disclosing 
the School Board's study re- 
sults, reported that anticipated 
revenue for the present pro- 
gram Is $3,998,300, and anti- 
cipated disbursements based on 
the present program Is 
$4,571,600. 

The projected deficit was re- 
ported at $573,300. Minimum 
additional mills to cover this 
projected deficit Is five and one- 
half mills, he stated. 

He pointed out that the School 
Board has not and refused to go 
Into deficit financing. 

Cutbacks In school programs 
totaling $527,000 is planned, and 
Wetherell added that this total 
could be higher. He emphasized 
that the Board’s planned aus- 
terity program is not "scare 
tactics" but necessary to avoid 
a deficit.

has pledged itself to live within 
Its means and not Indulge in 
deficit financing. In fact, the 
Van Buren Public Schools is one 
of the few school systems in 
the metropolitan area that will 
end the present school year 
without an operating deficit and 
the Board of Education is deter- 
mined to keep it that way, 

“It Is not the desire of the 
Board of Education to engage In 
scare tactics In order to get a 
favorable vote on the mlllage 
issue. 

The Board refuses to make 
any threats of dire consequen- 
ces that will ensue in event of 
defeat of the mlllage. However, 
If we are to avoid a deficit It 
will be necessary to cut the 
budget by the amount of the 
projected deficit and the Board 
of Education feels duty bound to 
advise the voters of these 
facts.” 

The Board, after showing an- 
ticipated revenue and disburse- 
ments, then disclosed that the 
following estimated economies 
would be necessary under an 
austerity budget for 1968-69 if 
the mlllage hike plea is de- 
feated: 

Anticipated Revenue for Pres- 
ent Program is $3,998,300.00 
and Anticipated Disbursements 
Based on Present Program Is 
$4,571,600.00. The Projected 
Deficit is $573,300.00. The min- 
imum additional mills needed 
to cover projected deficit is 
5-1/2. 

The following cuts and esti- 
mated savings are: 

Elementary Music and Art, 

$ 100 , 000 . 

Elementary and Junior High 
Textbooks, $40,000. 

All Junior and Senior High 

THE 
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Interscholastic Athletics, 
$30,000, 

All extra - curricular acti- 
vities In Junior and Senior High 
(includes Band, Chorus, Or - 
chestra, etc.), $27,000. 

Saturday Basketball and 
Swlrftmlng Program (evenings, 
Saturdays, etc.), $10,000, 

Half-day sessions in the Se- 
nior High School, $200,000. 

Half-day sessions In the Ju- 
nior High School, $100,000. 

All extra bus trips (field 
trips, games, etc,), $20,000. 

Total Estimated Savings - 
$527,000. 

In addition: 

• The changes In the High 
School and Junior High School 
schedules will necessitate a 
shortened day in the elementary 
schools because of transporta- 
tion problems. 

• In light of projected en- 
rollments In the elementary 
schools, elementary students 
will have to be placed on half- 
dav sessions in about a year. 

• The Board of Education 
will be extremely reluctant to 
build the new Junior High School 
and additional elementary 
schools if operational mlllage 
is not sufficient to operate even 
our present program. The 
Board does not want to be placed 
in the position of having new 
buildings completed and ready 
for use but no funds for staffing 
and operation. 

It Is the hope of school offi- 
cials that an Increase In state 
aid and possible tax Increase 
from “increasing” property 
valuations may make up the 
$46,000 representing the dif- 
ference between estimated sav- 
ings of $527,000 and the pro- 
jected deflcltof$573,300, Weth- 
er ell stated.

It costs Van Buren taxpayers 
approximately $392.23 to edu- 
cate each child In the Van 
Buren school district, ac- 
cording to school district fig- 
ures. This is aside from state 
and federal aid. 

A recent evaluation of the 
proposed Lakeland Park Apart- 
ments by Louis Toth, Van Buren 
supervisor, estimated that the 
total tax to be paid by Lake- 
land If It were all built in 1968 
would be $720,000. It could be 
more In the future because of 
increased construction costs. 

Sixty-five percent of this tax, 
or $468,000, would be paid to 
the Van Buren school treasury. 

Developer Volk has stated 
that each of the Lakeland Park 
tenants* leases would state that 
no children between kinder- 
garden and high school age 
would be allowed to live at Lake- 
land Park. 

♦ • ♦ 

FIGURES FROM apartment 
developments throughout the 
Detroit metropolitan area in- 
dicate that if this were the case, 
there would be less than 50 
school children living at Lake- 
land Park. In Volk’s 204-unit 
F airland Apartments In Taylor 
there are only 12 school 
children, three of these in high 
school. 

The cost to Van Buren dis- 
trict taxpayers from Lakeland 
Park children would be $19,600. 
Subtract this from the total tax 
of $468,000 to be paid by Lake- 
land Park and the net gain to 
Van Buren’s school treasury 
would be approximately 
$448,400. 

Now take into consideration 
that residents of a 2,000-unit 
apartment group have need to 
purchase groceries, clothing 
and other amenities, and the 
good possibility of new shop- 
ping centers in the Belleville 
area or additions to the pre- 
sent shopping facilities looms. 
* • • 

THESE SHOPPING centers 
or increased size of present 
shops and stores could pos- 
sible bring millions or more 
dollars into the Van Buren 
school system . . . and shop- 
ping centers and stores don’t 
send children to school.

’slums’ "?

riman Road. A voice vote on the 
salary boosts was confirmed 
by a showing of hands. The vote 
was 54 to 20 for the boosts. 

AU members of the Township 
Board were present at the meet- 
ing except Jimmie Raspberry, 
who Pennington reported, was 
In the hospltaL 

A proposal was made by Rod- 
erick Smith, former township 
clerk, that a sexton for the 
township cemetery be appointed 
as money had been provided 
for such services two years 
ago. 

The Township Clerk has as 
Keeper of the Records, been 
handling the cemetery activi- 
ties. The proposal was approv- 
ed and the Board Is to consider 
It. A suggestion that some Sen- 
ior Citizen be appointed and 
paid $600 to $1,000 annually 
was presented to the board. 

The Township Board was 
"mandated" by the electors to 


accept provisions of a negotiat- 
ed contract between Council 
No. 23 of the International Union 
of American Federation of 
State, County and Municipal 
Employes and Romulus Town- 
ship Board exclusive of wages, 
rules and regulations.

Pros and Cons Still Rage on Zoning Dispute Here 


TO THE EDITOR: 

A reference In last week's 
letter box to the density in my 
proposed Lakeland Park apart- 
ments on the Me Multan prop- 
erty is misleading and should 
be straightened out. Actually, 
density In the development will 
be very low for apartments, 
even along the lake portion. 

For the project as a whole, 
the density would be 13.6 dwell- 
ing units per acre, while the 
portion along the lake would run 
13,4 units, according to present 
figures, after adjustment of 
Denton road anf finalizing of 
the locations of buildings In the 
first group. 

I cannot agree that such den- 
sity would be onerous at any 
point, and since the subject has 
been mentioned I would Uke to 
make some facts clear and re- 
emphasize others. For ex- 
ample, any comparison of these 
densities to those of single 
homes actually Is destructive of 
the opposition's position, 
o o o 

WOULD IT not be to the ad- 
vantage of the township and the 
schools to have 13.6 dwelling 
units per acre supporting the 
tax base than to have just two, 
as It would under the old zoning? 
Can anyone conceive that two 
homes would pay anywhere near 
the taxes that would be paid 
by the 13.6 units? 

Because of our limiting resi- 
dent students to those of high- 
school age, we would have 
possibly six In the first phase 
and possibly between 30 and 50 
when the development is com- 
pleted. Single homes generate 
an average of 1.5 students per 
acre, compered to almost no 
students at all in the 13.6 units 
in any given acre. 

This certainly would Indicate 
that virtually ALL of the school 
tax contribution from the 13.6 
apartments would be clear gain 
for the school board and there- 
fore applicable to support of 
township children from single 
homes. The township’s net tax 
gain also would be enormous, 
and with the same effect. 

Instead of being a liability, 


the improved density would be a 
very great asset. The simple 
fact of better density would 
make It so. 

(On the density figure Itself, 

I have taken the) trouble to check 
some comparisons on existing 
apartments in other Detroit 
suburban communities. 

• * o 

IN MY own Fairlane apart- 
ments In Taylor, the density 
Is 17 units to the acre. (In 
204 apartments, Incidentally, 
there are only 12 students, and 
only three of these fall Into the 
hlgh-school category we will 
have In Lakeland Park). 

Livonia’s apartment study 
shows densities of up to 21.5 
units per acre, with all but two 
groups having densities higher 
than the proposed level for 
Lakeland Park. 

Warren’s apartment study 
reflects densities as high as 
41.4 units per acre and none 
iower than 16,2, Twenty-seven 
of the 34 apartment groups have 
more than 20 units per acre, 
15 of them have more than 25 
per acre and five have 30 or 
more per acre. 

Three apartment groups in 
the Ann Arbor area with a single 
owner have 18 or 19 to the acre. 
Another owner has apartments 
in Pontiac Township with 16 
to the acre and In Keego Harbor 
at 18 to the acre. 

So it Is abundantly clear 
Lakeland Park would be among 
those with lower densities. 

As to the density near the 
lake, this also is a specious 
point. The apartment dwellers 
will have two large swimming 
pools for swimming, and It is 
well known that anyone who has 
a pool available simply doesn't 
swim in lakes If he can help It. 
Such pools meet State health 
standards - which even the 
purest lake could not do. 

Further, the development will 

cut off earlier use of the Mc- 
Mullan property for boating and 
swimming by the general pub- 
lic. By our own regulation, 
and because of the facts of life 
about pools and apartment 
dwellers, lake use will be FAR 


LESS THAN IN PAST YEARS at 
Me Mull an Point. 

So what possible pertinence 
can the opposition find In the 
density along the lake? The only 
effect will be TO THE GOOD.

You can deduct on Federal Income tax returns certain 
interest payments Including that paid on bank loans, per- 
sonal debts and home mortgages, if you elect to itemize 
your deductions. 

A portion of so-called "carrying charges” paid on 
installment purchases of automobiles, television sets, 
and payments for educational services may also be 
deducted. 

Where carrying charges are separately stated but the 
interest charge cannot be determined, the deduction Is 
limited to an amount equal to six percent of the average 
unpaid monthly balance on the Installment contract or, 
the portion of the total carrying charge allocable to the 
year, whichever is less. 

Sometimes money Is borrowed on a discount basis. 
That Is, the Interest Is subtracted In advance and a note 
is signed for an amount larger than what you receive. 
For most individual taxpayers this Interest may be de- 
ducted only as you make payments on the note.

However, I would like to point 
out a thing or two about the 
article.

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BIG LITTLE ONE - The Boeing 737 was seen for the first time locally this 
post weekend when it dropped in for trainino sessions of United Airlines Metro 
based personnel. The 737 will make its official United States scheduled debut 
next month, bringing jet service to intermediate cities such as Saginaw, Lansing 
and many other small airports for the first time. 



Jet Service 
Cities Now 


to Small 
A Reality 


T he long awaited 

jetliner, designed and 
made to serve small 
intermediate and larger cities 
with comparable speed, luxury 
and roominess of the big jets, 
made its debut ait Metro Air- 
port this past weekend for 
training sessions for United 
Air Lines' Metro based per- 
sonnel. 

The Boeing 737, is a com- 
pletely new profile in jetliners 
and promises to become one 
of the most versatile and 
popular airplanes that the 
famed airplane builders have 
ever come up with. Its basic 
purpose will bring jet service 
to the smaller airports and is 
expected to operate econom- 
ically over routes even as 
short at 100 miles. 

The 737, with United's 
colors, will make its first 
scheduled United States debut 
from Metro Airport to five 
Michigan cities next month. 
Projected plans by United call 
for full utilization of the 737's 
wide versatility so that even- 
tually their 75-plane 737 fleet 
will serve almost every one 
of the 113 cities now served 
by the airline in the United 
States and Canada. 

Air travelers on flights to 
Grand Rapids, Lansing, Sag- 
inaw and scores of similar 
smaller cities will travel in 
the same roominess and com- 
fort as on the big sisters of 
the 737, better known as the 
707, 720 or the 727. Cabin 
diameter is identical of the 
larger jets, which is 148 
inches. 

, Local service is planned 
1 with 737's configurated to 
accommodate 91 -passengers. 


This will be 24 first class 
and 67 coach seats. Seating 
can be changed to carry up 
113 passengers if necessary. 
The average traveler will find 
it hard to distinguish when 
boarding that he is not on the 
larger transcontinental jet- 
liner. 

Quick boarding and deplan- 
ing at any airport will be 
vastly expedited with the use 
of a self-contained forward 
stair. This and many other 
new improvements places the 
737 at least a full two years 
ahead of any competitive air- 
craft. 

The very latest in “high 
lift" devices, supplemented 
with leading edge slats and 
Krueger-type flaps, training 
edge flaps and effective 
spoilers, give the 737 per- 
formance capability second to 
none. 

The 737 wiU cruise with 
ease up to 585 miles per hour 
at altitudes up to 35,000 feet 
and can slow down to 120 
miles per hour for landings 
on the shorter runways of 
small and intermediate cities, 
which average under 6,000- 
feet, and could not accom- 
modate the larger jetliners. 

The use of acoustical in- 
sulation in the sidewalls and 
ceiling and special panels that 
use a resonator principle to 
absorb rather than reflect 
sound, will make the 737 one 
of the quietest jetliners flying 
today. This is sypplemented 
with a specially designed air 
conditioning system that fea- 
tures a valve design and air 
velocity control to minimize 
sound effect in this area. 

The maintenance of the 737 
is bound to be one of the 


most popular factors with 
ground personnel. 

A major portion of the parts 
being interchangeable with the 
Boeing 727 and both engines 
at ground standing level tend 
to make this aircraft the most 
dependable and easiest to 
maintain of any aircraft flying. 

While the tendency is think 
that the 737 is a small air- 
plane, it is anything but that. 
It weighs in with a maximum 
gross weight of 97,000 lbs. 
In size it is larger than the 
famed WW-II members of the 
Boeing family, the B-29 Sup- 
erfortress, and literally 
dwarfs the legendary B-17 
Flying Fortress. 

The wing span is only 87- 
feet while the length is 96- 
feet, 7 inches. In addition to 
the 91 passenger cabin there 
is a cargo capacity for 8,250 
pounds. Two Pratt & Whitney 
JT8D-1 Fanjet engines can 
produce a combined thrust on 
take-off of over 28,000 pounds. 

The price tab on the 737 
is estimated at about $3.5 
million dollars per airplane. 
Although the 737 was still on 
the drawing board only four 
years ago and test flown last 
year, it already has been put 
through one of the most de- 
tailed test programs in the 
history of commercial air- 
craft. Prior to Federal 
Aviation Administration cer- 
tification early this year, six 
737s logged over 1,200 hours 
of actual flight time during 
these shakedown tests. 

The public clamor and need 
for a short-to-medium range 
jetliner Aias finally become 
a reality and within the next 
month jet service from Metro 
to the intermediate cities will 
be in full swing with the 737, 
or as it is already tabbed 
•the big little one!"

Ryan 'Drafted' 
To Seek College 

Trnstee Post 


WESTLAND — John R. Ryan, 42-year-old Westland attor- 
ney and former President of the Wayne Community School 
District Board of Education, has been drafted by a non- 
partisan group of area citizens to run for the position of 
Trustee for District 7 of the newly-created Wayne County 
Community College District, at the June 10 school election, 

Ryan said Monday that he had considered running for the 
position, and was welcoming the support of the area commu- 
nity leaders, led by former Wayne District Superintendent of 
Schools P. D. Graham. 

District 7, which Ryan would represent if elected, includes 
areas of Redford, Wayne, Westland, Dearborn Heists, Ink- 
ster, Romulus, the Belleville area. Canton Township, Taylor, 
Huron and Sumpter Townships, and the Downriver areas of 
Gibraltar, Woodhaven and Flat Rock. Filing deadline for the 
position is April 23, for the election to be held June 10. 

Ryan has been active in efforts to obtain Community 
^Colleges for Wayne County since 1960. Two years ago he 
headed the Wayne District area campaign for passage of a 
similar proposal for the Colleges, and served on the county- 
wide finance committee that helped prepare the proposals. 

During the past year he has been serving on the Advisory 
Committee on Community Colleges Trustee District Organ- 
ization, helping to draw up the present seven-district plan 
for the County. 

Ryan said the June 10 election, colncldtr? with school 
elections in many suburban areas, would set up membership 
for a Board of Trustees that would then submit a proposal for 
financing and constructing perhaps five community colleges at 
suitable sites in Wayne County. The second election might 
take place as early as November, 1968, he said, 

Ryan said he favors the Community College "as a vital 
contribution to the educational system, particularly for those 
unable to pursue full-time education beyond high school. The 
Community College serves a necessary function, which is not 
met and cannot be met, either on the high school or university 
levels, particularly for vocational and continuing education." 

Under terms of recent state legislation, the Board of 
Trustees elected on June 10 has until June 10, 1970, to secure 
passage of sufficient property taxes to build and operate 
several campuses of the new College. Should efforts fail, 
Ryan said, "The College District will be dissolved and the 
citizens of Wayne County w r J not have adequate post-high 
school education available. . , ." 

With a tax base of about $8 billion, Ryan said, the Wayne 
County communities, including Detroit, who would participate 
in the program, would be getting the best possible program 
for the least cost to the taxpayers. 

Ryan said it was extremely important that activities to 
secure passage of the Community College plan become 
successful in Detroit, where the program went down to defeat 
two years ago while out- voted suburban areas we re pas sing it. 

Ryan, a graduate of Rutgers University and the University 
of Michigan Law School, is a member of the Executive 
Committee of the Wayne County Association of School 
Boards, and a former member of the Nankin Township 
Planning Commission. He is past president of the Wayne 
Lions Club and a veteran of World War D. He and his wife, 
Irene, have a daughter, Kathleen, 14.

LANSING — Nearly 400,000 
motorboats are registered In 
Michigan with the remainder of 
1968 to go on the current three - 
year registration, the water- 
craft unit of the Michigan De- 
partment of State reported. 

All motorboat owners with 
unregistered boats were re- 
minded that “March and Ap- 
ril are excellent times to regi- 
ster them at any branch of- 
fice of the Secretary of State. 

“Now that our auto license 
plate rush Is over, branches 
are looking for business to hand- 
le during the lag between the 
end of auto licenses ’rush’ and 
the peak of the watercraft busi- 
ness In late Spring and Sum- 
mer,’’ said Secretary of State 
James M, Hare. 

U. S. Coast Guard statistics 
show that at the end of 1967, 
385,124 motorboats were regi- 
stered In Michigan. 

The motorboat registering 
and numbering law . . . unre- 
lated to the boat licensing law 
which must be handled annually 
for all boats 16-feet or longer 
which use the Great Lakes or 
connecting waterways ... is 
set up In three-year cycles. 


“Although we have never got- 
ten much above the 400, 000 level 
In total registration,” Hare 
noted, “I’m convinced that there 
are around a half -million 
motorboats In Michigan. She- 
riffs, who handle enforcement 
nf the law, will be asked to 
do close surveillance In their 
jurisdictions for law violators.” 

He said there still Is con- 
fusion as to what constitutes a 
motorboat. 

“It’s really quite simple,” 
he stated. “If It’s got a motor 
on It ... no matter what the 
size ... it must be registered 
under Michigan law. This 
Includes rafts, sailboats, row- 
boats, houseboats, canoes . . . 
everything used for water trans- 
portation which has a motor. 
Size of the motor doesn’t mat- 
ter, either.” 

Registration fees for motor- 
boats are as follows: 
Registrations for new boats 

or renewals $3.00 

Renewal with transfer . . . 4.00 
Transfers between owners of 
registered motorboats .. 1.00 
Duplicates for lost 

registrations 1.00 

Changes of address .... .50 


All of these are available at 
any branch office of the Sec- 
retary of State located In nearly 
every community In Michigan. 

Owners wishing to register 
a new motorboat should take the 
bill of sale from their dealer. 
Purchasers of boats from indi- 
viduals should bring along the 
previous owner’s registration 
and a use tax statement. 


Federal, state and local gov- 
ernments own 67% of the forest 
land in the West.

It Isn’t often a cage coach — 
or any type of coach -- repeats 
as the Coach of the Year.

Chosen last year tor the same 
honor, coach Young came back 
with a new handful of well- 
disciplined cagers to coach the 
first team ever to finish the 
Mid- Wayne Conference without 
a single loss.

Young [died up an awesome

Basketball doesn’t come to a 
halt with the State Tourney or 
the end of the season for coach 
Young. It's almost a 24-hour, 
seven day, 12 month job tor the 
36-year-old cage strategist. 

He even has his wife, Mollye, 
enrolled as the team’s s ta ti- 
tle i an. 

The key to Young's success, 
however, won’t be found In any 
record book or anywhere else. 
It's his ability to “commun- 
icate” with his players who he 


likes to refer to as his 
“fellows”. 

And because the fellows 
accept Young's words as the 
gospel truth, the East coach Is 
able to work “miracles” with 
his squad. One of those mir- 
acles Isa stall which caused the 
opposition headaches In the 
tourney, the other, Incredible 
foul shooting -- better than 80 
percent at the line during tour- 
ney play.

MUM EMPLOYMENT STANDARDS OF THE 
MICHIGAN LAW ENFORCEMENT OFFI- 
CERS TRAINING COUNCIL. 

The Township of Romulus ordains: 

SECTION 1 MINIMUM STANDARDS ADOPTED 

The minimum employment standards for law enforce- 
ment officers as established and adopted by the Michigan 
Law Enforcement Officers Training Council In accordance 
with Act No. 203, Public Acts of 1965 are hereby adopted 
as foUows: 


Al/c WILLIAM BALOGH 


1. Be a citizen of the United States. 

2. Minimum age of twenty-one years. 

3. Graduation from high school or equivalent. Equiva- 
lent defined as having attained a passing score on 
the General Education Development test Indicating 
high school graduation level. 

4. Fingerprinting of applicants with a search of local, 
state and national fingerprint files to disclose any 
criminal record. 

5. The applicant shall not have been convicted of a 
felony offense. 

6. Good moral character as determined by a favorable 
report foUowlng a comprehensive background Inves- 
tigation covering school and employment records, 
home environment, personal traits and Integrity. 
Consideration will be given to any and all law vio- 
lations, Including traffic and conservation law con- 
victions as indicating a lack of good character. 

7. Acceptable physical, emotional and mental fitness 
as established by a licensed physician following 
examination to determine the applicant Is free from 
anv physical, emotional or mental condition which 
might adversely affect his performance of duty as a 
police officer. 

8. The trainee shall possess normal hear mg and nor- 
mal color vision. He shall be free from any Im- 
pediments of the senses. He must possess normal 
visual functions and visual acuity in each eye cor- 
rectable to 20/20. The trainee must be physically 
sound; well developed physically, with height and 
weight in relation to each other and to age as Indi- 
cated by accepted medical standards and In posses- 
sion of his extremities. He shall be free from any 
physical defects, chronic diseases, organic diseases 
organic or functional conditions, or mental Instabil- 
ities which may tend to impair efficient performance 
of duty to which might endanger the lives of others 
or himself if he lacks these qualifications. 

9. A declaration of the applicant's medical history 
shall become a part of the background investigation. 
The information shall be available to the examining 
physician. 

10. An oral interview shall be held by the hiring author- 
ity or his representative, to determine the applicant's 
acceptability for a police officer position and to 
assess appearance, background and ability to com- 
municate. 

11. Recruitment and employment practices and stand- 
ards shall be In compliance with existing Michigan 
statutes governing this activity.

■ AT AUGUST PRIMARY- 

County To Seek Voters’ Approval On 
Renewing Special One-Mill Assessment 


The voters of Wayne County 
will be asked to continue a 
special one- mill property levy 
in the August 6 primary elec- 
tion in order to avoid a 41 severe 
curtailment” of county serv- 
ices. 

The County Board of Super- 
visors, meeting March 26, acted 
without a dissenting vote to put 
the renewal proposal on the 
ballot. 

The five-year special levy, 
which amounts to $1 per $1,000 
of equalized valuation, was ap- 
proved by the voters in 1964 
and expires next year. 

* * * 

THE LEVY means about $9.5 
-million a year for operation 
of vital county services. 

A special Supervisors’ com- 


mittee composed of top public 
officials from throughout the 
county recommended that the 
voters be asked to continue 
the mlllage. The County Board 
of Auditors had warned that loss 
of the revenue would result In 
a "severe curtailment” of pub- 
lic services and have an "ad- 
verse effect on the residents 
of the county.” 

“We are NOT asking prop- 
erty owners to approve a tax 
increase,” Richard H. Austin, 
secretary of the Board of Audi- 
tors emphasized.

NCE MORE DEATH had reached out and 
claimed another life. The body at the funeral 
home lay' in sweet repose in an inexpensive 
casket, banked on each side by beautiful flowers. 
Among the garlands stood a vase marked: "From 
dear friends". These friends were from the local bar 
where the now deceased had spent most of his time and 
money. He left only fifty-nine dollars in his bank 
account when he passed away. 

As the minister rose to preach the funeral sermon, 
his eyes glanced over six of the "dear friends" 
sitting in the front row who served as pallbearers. 
They moved restlessly, seeming somewhat ill at ease, 
for instead of listening to a preacher, they were much 
more accustomed to leaning their elbow on the bar. 
The minister paused and turned toward the folding 
doort which hid the closed casket. 

He resumed his position and addressed the small 
audience which contained less than a dozen relaUves. 
The rest of the large parlor room was empty. That 
same strange quiet that attends every funeral had 
filled the room. Someone coughed nervously. 

The speaker reviewed the few high points in the 
life of the deceased. There were many things he 
kindly forgot to mention. For forty years the now 
deceased had walked the local city streets, often 
staggering home to his dingy one-room abode and t 
sprawling on his bed to sleep away the efforts of his 
over indulge nee at the saloon. His wine-soaked body 
and bleary eyes would take rest in sleep. And all 
he had was fifty nine dollars. 

The end to his lonely life came with dramatic 
suddeness. A virtual recluse except for his saloon 
buddies, he left the bar and started for home one 
Saturday afternoon. Winter's chilling wind penetrated 
his thin coat. He pulled the collar around his bare 
head. Walking with his head lowered to protect 
himself against the cutting gale, he was suddenly 
struck by an oncoming car. A dull thud preceeded a 
screeching of brakes. Excited voices gathered, 
and soon a wailing siren and flashing revolving red light 
tolled another tragedy. 

A futile race with death ended in the emergency 
room of Wayne County General Hospital when a solemn 
faced doctor announced quietly, "Dead on arrival." 
There were none to shed tears. His mother had 
long since passed away and he had no wife or child- 
ren. Another statistic, a number buried in some 
traffic record someplace. But hero was some mother's 
son, loved as much as any mother ever loved her own, 
now carried oa tragedy's wings to meet his God. 
And all he left was fifty nine dollars. 

His body lay in the Wayne County Morgue for 
almost two days before police located some distant 
relatives and informed them of his death. A simple 
casket was purchased with the deceased's last pension 
check. A borrowed tie was put around his neck. 
His only suit was cleaned and pressed. He look 
prosperous enough in death as a handful filed past 
to pay their respects. But all he left was fifty nine 
dollars. 

The brief sermon finished, the funeral directors 
guided the pallbearers into position and the minister 
led the procession to the hearse. The cold winter 
wind whipped the clothing as the friends entered their 
cars lined In single file: Show fell lightly. The 
long drive ended at a countryside cemetery. "Frozen 
turf and piles of snow framed the freshly aug grave. 
The casket was set in place above the grave and whis- 
pered Instructions died away in the sharp wind. The 
funeral director nodded to the preacher. A reading 
of the 23rd Psalm was followed by prayer and a com- 
mending of "Ashes to ashes and dust to dust." 

There seemed to be a strange absence of tears. 
The ladles were directed to their cars first and 
the men dutifully followed. It all seemed so 
mechanical, almost as if In a dream. The minister 
looked longingly back at the casket and the grave 
one last time. Having no wife nor children, the de- 
ceased's legacy was of simple monetary value. The 
bitter cold winter wind and the drab bleakness of 
the cemetery seemed to reflect the life Just ended. 

Because all he left, after walking the earth for 72 
years, was fifty nine dollars.

swers your letters." 

The Chiropractors are re- 
questing area residents to per- 
sonally contact, phone, or write 
their State Representative to 
voice disapproval of this bill 
(SB227) scheduled for a vote 
about April 1, 1968.

O Wayne at Warren Roads, Westland, Mich. 
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Highway Commission Opposes 
Fund Diversion to Townships 


The State Highway Commis- 
sion reported that It Is opposed 
to the diversion of motor ve- 
hicle highway funds from the 
Department of State Highways 
to Michigan townships for local 
road purposes. 

Van Buren Township recently 
has adopted a resolution calling 
for a share in the distribu- 
tion of highway funds. Us res- 
olution was similar to others 
adopted by adjacent townships. 

The diversion, as proposed 
in two bills before the Roads 
and Bridges Committee of the 
State House of Representatives, 
would reduce the Department's 
share of the fund from 46 to 
44 percent, about $7 million 


annually, the Commission said. 

The bills also propose diver- 
sion of motor vehicle funds from 
the counties to the townships, 
reducing the county share from 
34 to 32 percent.

UNDER THE new distribu- 
tion formula established by the 
Legislature last year when the 
Good Roads Tax Package was 
enacted, the Highway Depart- 
ment receives 46 percent of 
the fund, counties 34 percent, 
and Incorporated cities and 
villages 20 percent. 

In a recent resolution, the 
Commission said that Public 
Act 51 of 1951, as amended, 
provides that the State High- 


way Commission conduct a con- 
tinuing highway study to deter- 
mine the road and street needs 
throughout the state. 

* 'Such studies have been made 
cooperatively with Michigan’s 
counties, cities and villages, 
and have produced recommen- 
dations used by the Legislature 
as the basis for legislation 
providing for distribution of 
highway funds to the several 
highway agencies,” the Com- 
mission said. 

’'House bills 3565 and 3606 
would create an imbalance In 
the distribution formula by al- 
locating a portion of these re- 
stricted highway funds to town- 
ships for local road use.

MANY CANCERS are curable, 
when detected In the earliest 
stages — before metastasis 
(spreading of the cancer cells) 
has a chance to take place. Skin 
cancer, which accounts for 22 
per cent of the cancer death 
toll annually In men and 12 per 
cent In women, is one of the 
most easily cured — if it is 
detected early. Cancer of the 
colon and rectum, now easily 
detected with a proctoscopic 
examination performed during 
a cancer check-up Is on the 
Increase, and today accounts for 
approximately 12 per cent of 
cancer deaths In both men and 
women. 

All of these facts and fig- 
ures amount to an alarm Ing 
total, according to Dr. Robert 
J. Hornbech, of Westland, but 
he said we can do much to 
reduce this staggering toll in 
human life by stressing the 
importance of early detection 
and impressing on the people 
of this community the need for 
regular physical check-ups. 

“If we can reduce deaths 
from uterine cancer by 50 per 
cent with public education over 
a quarter of century,” he said, 
” surely we can make women 
free of the fear of breast can- 
cer through the same means.” 

Free film showings, feat- 
uring a color and sound movie 
on the subject of breast cancer 
and another of the importance 
of early detection of uterine 
cancer will be provided for 
female audiences at local the- 
aters during the month of Ap- 
ril. All women will be urged 
to attend and to bring their 
friends.

16 Years,One Arrest; 
Investigation Is Lax 

TO THE EDITOR: 

On the night of Tuesday, March 19, the office of the 
Teacher-Counselor of the Beverly Elementary School was 
broken into. A tape recorder, typewriter and numerous 
miscellaneous items were stolen; in addition, paint was 
smeared over the floor and furniture of the office. 

Romulus Police were called. The investigation which 
followed evidenced apparently characteristic ineffectualness 
<rf the Romulus Police Department in dealing with matters 
of this sort. 

A single police officer was dispatched. He asked four 
questions: What is the name and position of the maintenance 
supervisor? What are the addresses of school board 
members? Who was last to leave the building? What was 
taken and what were the items’ serial numbers? As he 
left, he checked the front door. 

Nothing else was done. The room's other entrance was 
not checked; finger prints were not dusted for; and no 
investigation was made of the premises. In fact, the only 
genuine investigative procedures followed were by Mr. 
Askew and those present. 

Disturbed by the casual attitude of the officer, 1 spoke 
with the Chief of Police the following morning. He said 
the inadequacy of the investigation was due not to the 
ineffectiveness of the investigating officer, but rather to the 
limited size of the police force. He also dispatched a second 
officer that afternoon. But by that time the office had been 
cleaned and normal activity had resumed, negating the 
officer's effectiveness. 

Obviously, efforts of police in this case were nominal, 
minimal, and (as yet) ineffective. 

Mr. Askew says that similar cases have occurred in the 
past 16 years. In that time, one criminal has been appre- 
hended through the chance appearance of stolen goods. 

We, the undersigned, would like to express our skepticism 
and concern over the apparent mismanagement of investigative 
procedures on the part of the Romulus Police Department. 
While laxness of this sort remains the norm of criminal 
investigation, theft and vandalism will remain a serious - 
and unnecessary - community problem.

GOP Warns Against

Republican State Chairman 
Elly M. Peterson of Charlotte 
has Issued a stern warning to all 
citizens approached by mem- 
bers of the Sound Taxation As- 
sociation of Michigan and other 
groups circulating petitions de- 
manding that the new state In- 
come tax be repealed.

“ The other alternative Is that 
there would be an Immediate 
cut In state spending-- right 
across the board. The cut 
could be as high as 207* Apply- 
ing this percentage to education 
alone, we would find that school 
aid would fall by almost $40 
per pupil. Budget amounts at 
our state colleges and univer- 
sities would drop nearly $170 
per student. If you think th ore’s 
a crisis In education right now, 
you should certainly realize the 
utter disaster that would befall 
education at all levels should 
the income tax be repealed and 
austerity take over. 

“Nobody likes to pay taxes. 
But we have to face up to our 
responsibilities. Children are 
among our chief responsibil- 
ities. Should we deprive them 
of the opportunity to attain as 
good an education as we had - - 
let alone a better one? Should 
we allow the air and water we 
breath and swim In to become 
more and more polluted? Should 
we allow our roads and highways 
to disintegrate? If the answer 
to these questions Is “no” then 
we should realize that you can’t 
get something for nothing. If 
we want good education, clean 
air and water and safe highways, 
then we have to pay for them. 
That’s why I urge the citizens 
of Michigan to think twice be- 
fore they try to cut off vital 
state services by signing a 
petition to abolish the state In- 
come tax.”

County Plans Human 
Relations Commission 


Establishment of a Human 
Relations Commission to pro- 
mote and enforce fair employ- 
ment practices in Wayne County 
government is planned by the 
County Board of Supervisors. 

The board, meeting March 
26, directed that plans for the 
staffing and powers of the com- 
mission be prepared by the 
Supervisors’ Committee on 
Human Relations, the County 
Board of Auditors, and the 
Prosecuting Attorney’s office. 
Formation of a Human Rela- 
tions Commission was recom- 
mended by the Michigan Civil 
Rights Commission In a report 
on hiring and promotion prac- 
tices within the county govern- 
ment. The report concluded that 
there Is some discrimination 
against non-whites. 

The Board of Supervisors 
declared Its intention to estab- 


lish a “Wayne County Human 
Relations Commission and de- 
partment with sufficient author- 
ity, Independence and budget to 
enforce employment opportu- 
nity as recommended by the 
Michigan Civil Rights Commis- 
sion.” 

The board also reaffirmed 
Its resolution of July 23, 1963, 
declaring that “all procedures 
concerning the selection and ad- 
vancement of County employes 
In the rendering of County serv- 
ices are to be performed on 
an equal basis without reference 
to racial, religious, nationality 
or ethnic origins.”

A 
couple of students from Huron 
were asked why they never 
attend any of the functions and 
their answer was their parents 
would not let them go. If this 
Is true, I think some parents 
better come out and check for 
themselves before they pass 
Judgment on the Grove.”
